HE Show is on, and once again the perennial achieves the freshness of the 
ephemeral, for within Earls Court the vista of stands is new and exciting; 
the year’s model changes have seen to that. It is extraordinary how ca: 

shows are so typical of the nations which organize them. No London Show visitor 
would ever imagine that he was anywhere but in his own national car show. There 
are few of the touches of exaggeration bordering on the bizarre that are so much a 
part of the Grand Palais in Paris, and of the French nation itself. There is not the 
dominance of the classical curve nor the uncanny ability to make an unusual shape 
attractive that are found at Turin, where the automobile products of a nation with 
a magnificent artistic tradition are shown each year. There is none of the strident 
impact of the American one-make show which typifies the technical giant of the 
modern world, whose people, as a nation, are so much on the up and up; and there 
is only some of the painstaking industry that used to dominate Berlin’s exhibition 
and that is so indicative of the Teutonic passion for hard, thorough work. 

The British Show, like the nation that sponsors it, has a proportion of all these 
attributes, ingeniously compounded into compromise. The result in the typical 
British car is the greatest acceptability amongst the greatest number of customers 
For a nation that must export so much to live and that has a reputation over the 
centuries for reliability in manufacturing policy, this is exactly as it should be. 
Sudden emanation of the outlandish from quarters in which it is least expected 
involves a great risk of alienating the market, and car manufacturers are in business 
for the good of themselves and of Britain as a whole. 


Away from the typical product there is evidence a-plenty that Britain commands 
an abundance of virtuosity. There are British cars at Earls Court that are a match 
for most in speed, economy, or grace of line. There are examples of craftsmanship 
that are unsurpassable. There is a general standard of honest workmanship, sound 
engineering and good appearance reflecting national qualities which must always be 
cherished. As long as such evidence of national character can be maintained by the 
London Show, so long will the reputation of the British motor industry continue 
at its present high level.

NEARLY THREE HUNDRED MODELS 


UTUMN’S premier event in the London calendar— 
the Earls Court Motor Show—opened on Wed- 


nesday, October 20. The official ceremony was 
performed by Field Marshal the Viscount Montgomery 
of Alamein, K.G., G.C.B., D.S.O., at noon on that day, 
and since then the vast exhibition building has been 
packed in the manner that has become customary for the 
Show. It excites the imagination; it draws like a magnet, 
and its magnificence and glitter are such that the visitor, 
no matter how many times he has been in previous years, 
receives anew the shock of delighted surprise at the 
colourful vista that greets him as he enters the main hall. 
Nothing amongst the achievements of mankind has the 
power to stimulate the public like the car; it is the most 
desired of the consumer goods of civilization, although it

is not easy to say why this is so. Perhaps it is because 
it can satisfy that restless spirit of man which makes him 
ill content to stay too long in any one place; the spirit 
which, with its dominating urge to go on, has raised him 
so far above the level of the other animals. His con- 
sciousness of time, too (not shared by any other form of 
life) makes him eager to cram into the years the maximum 
of experience; the high-speed vehicle conveys a sensation 
of doing so. 

However, the average Show visitor is unconcerned with 
the spiritual issues. To him the Show is big and brilliant, 
a shop window to beggar the best elsewhere. The window 
is crammed. Besides 280 cars there are over 60 caravans, 
30 boats and stand upon stand of component parts, 
accessories and garage equipment. 
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There are thirty-two makes of British car: A.C., Allard, 
Alvis, Armstrong Siddeley, Aston Martin, Austin, Austin- 
Healey, Bentley, Bristol, Daimler, Ford, Frazer-Nash, 
Hillman, Humber, Kieft, Jaguar, Jensen, Lagonda, Lan- 
chester, M.G., Morgan, Morris, Riley, Rolls-Royce, 
Rover, Singer, Standard, Sunbeam, Swallow Doretti, 
Triumph, Vauxhall and Wolseley. From the American con- 
tinent come seventeen makes: Buick, Cadillac, Chevrolet, 
Chrysler, De Soto, Dodge, Ford, Hudson, Lincoln, Mer- 
cury, Nash, Oldsmobile, Packard, Plymouth, Pontiac, 
Studebaker and Willys. Six makes come from France: 
Citroen, Panhard, Peugeot, Renault, Simca and Ford 
Vedette; three from Italy: Alfa Romeo, Fiat and Lancia. 
Germany is present in some strength: D.K.W., B.M.W.., 
Borgward, Mercedes-Benz, Porsche and Volkswagen, mak- 
ing a total of six; and, unusually, the Skoda is there from 
Czechoslovakia, a solitary representative of the Eastern 
bloc of countries. 


Sports Cars 


Always of great interest, certain special exhibits are 
shown by manufacturers. Some have gained prestige for 
Britain in the sporting field, and one of them is the Frazer- 
Nash Le Mans model on stand 121; this car won The 
Autocar trophy for best performance by a British car in 
the International Alpine Trials this year. Another is 
the modified Austin-Healey which attained the astonishing 
speed of 192.6 m.p.h. on the Utah salt flats recently. Yet 
another is the plastic-bodied Kieft sports car which won 
its class in the T.T. race in September. Others are of 
interest for imaginative design. Of these, the Cadillac 
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El Camino coupé from America is an excellent example. 
The American indusiry has, of late, been producing these 
projections, as they might be called, into motoring of the 
future, and the connection between practicality and the 
El Camino is less tenuous than some. The car is notable 
for employing the General Motors “ autronic éye” dip- 
ping device, an electronic apparatus that causes the lights 
to dip when light of over, a certain brilliance strikes a 
selenium cell from the correct direction. 


Air Conditioned 


Another interesting feature at this year’s Show had its 
origins in America. This is a full air conditioning system 
intended primarily for use in hot climates and, therefore, 
not likely to be of great value (except occasionally) in this 
country; it is fitted to one of the Bentleys on the H. J. 
Mulliner stand in the coachwork section. The equipment 
is entirely separate from the car’s heating system and 
delivers cool, dry air to the interior. The manufacturers 
are the Longford Engineering company, of Bognor Regis, 
Sussex, who are experts in refrigeration. 

Air is taken in through two intakes at the front cf the 
car and is ducted back to the cooling and filtering unit at 
the rear. If required, the air can be led directly into the 
car by closing the air control flap and shutting off the supply 
to the conditioning unit. 

When the unit is in use, 75 per cent of the air passing 
through it is fresh air taken from outside the car; the 
remaining 25 per cent is taken from the air already inside 
the car, through a grille behind the rear seats. It is then 
filtered and cooled and passes into the interior through

trated ; the ducting and air inlet on the right-hand side of the car are identical. 


further grilles set in the headlining just above the doors. 
The refrigerant is an entirely safe, volatile fluid called 
Freon which has the advantages—very necessary where 
there is the slightest risk of fire—of being non-explosive, 
non-inflammable and non-toxic. It is circulated by a com- 
pressor which is mounted on the left-hand side of the 
engine, belt-driven through a universally jointed shaft from 
a pulley mounted on the fan spindle. The multi-tube con- 
denser is mounted on the front cross member of the chassis 
frame, below the radiator. The heat exchanger, properly 
referred to as the receiver, and the flood eliminator, 
prevent liquid Freon, as the rate of circulation increases, 
from passing into the compressor and causing damage. 


Feminine Influence 


There is evidence that manufacturers over here are 
beginning to recognize what their American counterparts 
have accepted long ago—that women have a not incon- 
siderable influence where the potential car buyer is 
concerned. Many nowadays of the fairer sex run cars 
themselves, either for business reasons or to provide a 
means of pleasure and escape from the kitchen sink if they 
are married. For the housewife, particularly, a small car 
which she can use to ferry the children and carry over- 
heavy shopping baskets is a great boon. 

Apart from these direct and obvious woman customers, 
there is the vicarious feminine influence, her whispered or 
less tactfully shouted counsel in the ears of friend, husband 
or father. These opinions, stated with the prejudice and 
conviction that only a female voice can have, may sway 
the male away from one make and over to another. So 
the manufacturers are wise to make sure that women are as 
educated as possible in motoring matters and thus will not 
give decided views which could have the danger of a little 
knowledge. Then her advice to the male buyer who, 
for reasons of diplomacy and for the sake of peace and 
quiet, finds himself, however unwillingly, walking a few 


steps backards to meet her demands, will not have unfair 
and disastrous results. 

Standard are one of the big six manufacturers to take 
positive Show steps towards satisfying feminine taste; on 
their stands at Earls Court are three well-known competition 
drivers, Miss Betty Haig, Miss Barbara Marshall and Miss 
Mary Walker. On the basis that only a woman knows 
what is in a woman’s mind, they will help the lady motorist 
to choose her car, whether it is needed for work or leisure, 
whether she is an experienced motorist or a newcomer to 
the game. 

Quite apart from the cars, the coachwork, the accessories 
and all those stands of direct interest to the motorist there 
are the displays of organizations that are, as it were, on the 
touchlines of the national pastime of motoring. One of 
these, on stands numbered 14 and 15, is shared by the Road 
Research Laboratory and the Motor Industry Research 
Association, and the piéce de résistance is a large work- 
ing model that runs the whole length of the stand and 
demonstrates the dangers of dazzle. All the features of 
the display had to be correctly scaled down to give an 
accurate picture of the conditions, and stand visitors can 
imagine that they are in the driving seat of a car as it 
proceeds along a country road at night; the road con- 
tains the usual obstacles and dangers. 


Adjustment and Setting 


First the journey is made with head lamps properly 
maintained and adjusted, and then with poor lights, and 
it is brought home to motorists how much maintenance and 
setting of lamps mean in lessening dazzle. It will be 
recalled that proper setting was the only mitigation that the 
Road Research Laboratory felt able to advocate at the 
present juncture for the dazzle problem. 

In part of the demonstration the cars are fitted with 
yellow bulbs, to discount the popular impression that 
yellow bulbs would solve the dazzle problem. It is worth 
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emphasizing that staff members of this journal who have 
expressed their preference for yellow bulbs have done so 
not for any reason of cutting down dazzle but because 
they have found that their night vision is better maintained 
with yellow than with white. Yellow enables the driver 
to see more in the peripheral field of his vision. 

The Motor Industry Research Association demonstrates 
how driver visibility is reduced by a bad posture at the 
wheel or by stickers and other obstructions placed on the 
glass of the screen and the rear window. It goes on from 
there to show drivers how little they really do see of the 
road compared with what they think they can see. Such 
educative displays are to be applauded, and certainly they 
attract the crowds. 

The crowds! They are at once the greatest tribute to 
the success of the Show and its greatest problem, for it 
must be remembered that the Show is a business Show as 
well as a pure spectacle, and it is difficult to do business 
when surrounded by hundreds of people. This year an 
attempt has been made to obtain relief by increasing the 
charge for Tuesday, October 26, to £1 before 5 p.m. and 
10s thereafter, as applied on opening day. On all other 
days the charge is 5s before 5 p.m. and 2s 6d thereafter. 

Many visitors, particularly from overseas, are unaware 
of the thorough provision of facilities that exists at Earls 
Court. There is an overseas reception bureau in the main 
Warwick Road entrance hall that is reserved exclusively 
for overseas visitors. Admission to the Show can be gained 
through the bureau staff by the production of a passport. 
Additionally, there is an overseas visitors’ lounge in the 
Warwick Hall on the second mezzanine floor. 

There is a lost property office on the first floor, and 
outside facilities are provided in the way of a theatre 
ticket agency (Warwick Road entrance), a post office 
(mezzanine floor above Warwick Road entrance), and 
cable and overseas telephone service (stand 59). A 
branch office of the National Provincial Bank is also 
operating. 

If visitors decide to travel by train—and car parks fill 


continued 


quickly and early at Earls Court—the exhibition building 
is readily accessible from all parts of London: coach 
stations, main line termini or air stations. Earls Court is 
on the District and Piccadilly lines; from the station the 
best advice that can be given is to follow the crowds, and 
a subway leads right into the Earls Court building itself. 
Buy your return ticket before entering the exhibition, for 
the booking office queues grow larger as closing time 
approaches 

Last-minute Show surprises were, as usual, the cause 
of outbursts of additional interest. One was the introduc- 
tion of the Wolseley Six-Ninety to supplement the Four 
Forty-four and Six-Eighty range. The new car has 
familiar Wolseley lines but the six-cylinder engine, a 
B.M.C. product, has a capacity of 2,639 c.c. and a com- 
pression ratio of 7.3 to 1. Overhead valves are operated 
by push-rods and rockers from a single side camshaft. 

Also, there was the new Hillman Minx with an over- 
head-valve engine, which was a logical development of 
the most popular Rootes Group product. Then Austin- 
Healey sprang a surprise with the 100S, a sports car that 
is rousing the enthusiasts. 

Austin’s A.90 is another one, and full descriptions of 
these cars are to be found on later pages in this issue. 
Jensen’s surprise is a concealed one, for the plastic body 
of the 541 is not easily detected unless one is familiar 
with the technique of manufacturing these bodies. 

Believing that the Show is regarded very much as a 
means of education by the keen drivers who may be 
expected to read a journal such as this, The Autocar has 
repeated its practice of previous years on the next few 
pages, of summarizing the main features of design which 
are to be observed at the Show, under their logical head- 
ings. In this way, it is felt, the visitor is able to inform 
himself in advance of special points to see and thus to 
make the very best of his Show visit. The Show in its 
broader aspect, as spectacle and as a great public event, 
will be dealt with in full in the London Show Review 
special number which will be published on October 29. 





facilitate production there is a 

tendency to vary the capacity and 
so increase the number of power units 
that can be manufactured from a given 
set of basic components. This is done 
by maintaining a given bore size and 
varying the stroke by altering the 
throw of the crankshaft. An example 
of this is found in the Rover 75 and 90 
engines. 

The overhead-valve engine has now 
almost completely replaced the side- 
valve unit even on the smaller types of 
car. Its use, together with the im- 
provement in fuel octane rating which 
permits higher compression ratios, is 
instrumental in increasing the power 
output; this often enables a reduction 
in engine capacity to be made without 
a loss in output when a side-valve unit 
is replaced by an _ overhead-valve 
engine. 

Although the highest specific output 
is obtained from engines using inclined 
valves and hemispherical combustion 


ie the interests of economy and to

chambers, very good results are still 
being obtained with engines using 
valves placed side by side in a “ bath- 
tub” shaped chamber. However, 
there is a tendency to modify the 
chamber shape, still keeping the valves 
side by side, so that it more nearly 
approaches a hemisphere. 

To cut down the warming-up time 
and in consequence improve fuel con- 
sumption and reduce cylinder bore 
wear, exhaust heated manifold hot 
spots are now more widely used, often 
with some form of thermostat to reduce 
the hot spot temperature after the 
initial warming-up period. On one 
new engine with a constant hot spot 
there is a vaporizing grid in the bottom 
of the inlet manifold. 

The multi-choke carburettor, popu- 
lar on the Continent even for some 
small saloon cars, is seldom used in this 
country except for competition work. 

In spite of the abolition of taxation 
based on engine size, there has been 
a renewed interest in engines of under 


2-litre capacity and several new 1}- 
litre cars have appeared recently. Even 
among the more expensive makes there 
is a considerable interest in power units 
of under 3-litre capacity. 

As a result of development work to 
improve the output of existing types 
of overhead-valve engine, inlet and 
exhaust manifolds have been modified 
and there is a tendency to use separate 
ports in the cylinder head on both 
inlet and exhaust, instead of the popu- 
lar siamesed-inlet port layout. 

Where maximum performance is 
required it is not unusual to find dual! 
exhaust systems; on a_ six-cylinder 
engine these are often arranged to pro- 
vide one pipe for the three front and 
another pipe for the three rear cylin- 
ders, while on a four-cylinder engine 
numbers one and four, and numbers 
two and three, are often piped separ- 
ately. 

Indium-coated lead bronze bearings 
used in conjunction with nitride- 
hardened journals and crankpvins have

| has been that of the Laycock-de

ffered optionally or as standard on a 
number of British cars. From the 
British motorist’s point of view this 
development holds more promise than 
the slowly increasing adoption of fully 
a transmission, because it 
makes for fuel economy and the relief 
of engine stress at high cruising 
speeds. With petrol at around 4s 6d 
a gallon, and first cost of a car kept 
artificially high by purchase tax 
economy matters. 

None the less, automatic transmis- 
sion continues to gain adherents though 
only amongst the makers of high- 
powered cars. There are two medium- 
powered cars with fully automatic 
transmissions; one is the new Lan- 
hester Sprite, the other the 2.3-litre 
Borgward. 

Nothing yet threatens the supremacy 
of the four-speed synchromesh gear 
box, which is over twice as popular a 
the three-speed box. There is some 
sign of a tendency to remove its con- 
trol lever from the steering column, 
which might increase if more alterna- 
tive positions were available. - The 
dry single-plate clutch, a fairly simple 
if barbaric device, continues to form 
the complement to this gear box.

a free-wheel, the virtues of which in 
permitting clutchless gear changing 
seem strangely overlooked. ‘Fhe Rover 
provides it at the will of the driver on 
all gears, the Bristol on first gear only, 
with the result that first gear on the 
Bristol is as readily engaged as any 
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enabled power outputs to be increased 
without increasing the crankshaft bear- 
ing areas. 

Both to reduce weight and to improve 
performance, light alloy cylinder heads 
are becoming increasingly popular on 
a number of overhead-valve engines, 
particularly those which are fitted to 
cars used for competition work; if they 
are used it is necessary to fit valve seat 
inserts. 

Warning lights are often used in 
place of oil pressure and water tem- 
perature gauges; this enables wiring 
to replace the vulnerable external 
piping. 

The narrow-section fan belt, which 
has been in use in America for some 
time, is now becoming widely used in 
this country. It is more compact and 
more flexible. 

Where low operating costs are of 
first importance, the diesel-engined car 
is often an attractive proposition, parti- 
cularly in countries where diesel fuel 
is very much cheaper than petrol. 
Diesel-engined saloon cars are pro- 
duced in this country by the Standard 
Motor Company, and on the Continent 
by manufacturers such as Mercedes- 
Benz, Borgward and Fiat. Engine 
weight is a diesel disadvantage. 

The three-cylinder petrol engine is 
a practical proposition if it operates on 
the . two-stroke cycle; one example is 
produced by the D.K.W. company of 
Germany.

This has, of course, made life diffi- 
cult for the specialist coachbuilders, 
who used such chassis as foundations 
on which to build.

that a pitch-free suspension system can 
be achieved only on. these lines. This, 
in turn, has led to the complete re- 
design of steering mechanisms, for 
accurate geometry of the steering lay- 
out is a necessity when large wheel 
deflections are involved. 

Independent rear suspension, how- 
ever, is little, if any, more popular than 
before. Most of the German cars 
(Mercedes-Benz, Volkswagen and 
Porsche, to name- but three) remain 
faithful to the swinging half-axle type 
of i.r.s.; in this country the A.C. Ace 
and the Kieft use double wishbones at 
the rear as well as at the front, while 
the Lagonda system might be described 

a compromise between wishbones 
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This method of construction, combin- 
ing’ great rigidity with very light 
weight,. has attracted enormous inter- 
est; it is an answer to some critics who 
maintained that it could never be a pro- 
duction proposition that this model has, 
in fact, been put into limited produc- 
tion as a sports car for purchase. 
Light alloy is also to be found in the 
construction of the French Panhard 
Dyna, aluminium castings and sheet 
being liberally used in the construction 
of this lightweight saloon. Whether or 
not this trend will increasé more 
rapidly in the future must depend to a 
great extent on the relative prices of the 
materials used, quantity for quantity, 
in the different methods of construc- 
tion.

tems on the little 2c.v. Citroen are also 
worthy of study for their ingenuity. 

The rack and pinion system of steer- 
ing operation continues to gain adher- 
ents, the most notable recent instance 
being its adoption on the XK140 
Jaguar model. Some of the steering 
layouts used with independent front 
suspension are remarkable for the com- 
plexity necessary to avoid the power 
unit and other frontal masses with the 
transverse steering rods, and interesting 
comparisons may be made at the Show. 

Power-assisted steering, until re- 
cently an American monopoly in the 
passenger car field, has now appeared 
in this country, Girling being the 
pioneer company concerned. The new 
system is robustly constructed and 
great sensitivity of operation iS claimed 
as one of its particular features.

MONG the specialist coach- 

A builders’ glittering exhibits there 

are no startling styling changes 

or breathtaking new models. This is, 

perhaps, a good thing. In such a 

conservative market changes are not 
readily accepted. 

The specialists, however, are not 
slow to take advantage of modern 
ideas to improve the passenger com- 
fort and convenience of their.products. 
There is an increase in the use of elec- 
tricity or electro-hydraulic power to 
raise and lower glass divisions in 
limousines, convertible hoods and side 
windows. 

Headed by the Harold Radford 
Countryman coachwork the estate car, 
station wagon, shooting brake—call it 
what you will—is becoming increas- 
ingly popular. A promising newcomer 
is the Hillman Husky. 

Always a strikingly good-looking 
car, the Austin-Healey newcomer, the 
100S, has an even prettier rear aspect 
than the 100. The idea of using ven- 
tilating slots in the seat backrests 
seems a particularly good one. 

It is surprising, now that plastic 
materials have become so _ readily 
available, that some manufacturers of 
everyday cars still use fluffy cotton 
material for their headlinings. The 
fluff must inevitably collect dust and 
become discoloured, whereas plastic is 
so easily sponged clean. There is the 
risk of fire, too; a will-o’-the-wisp flame 
will spread across the fluff very quickly 
if a match is carelessly held close 
to it. 

The specialist coachbuilders are 
giving more and more attention to lug- 
gage accommodation. The E. D. 
Abbott Bentley, designed for fast, long- 
distance travel, has an arrangement 
whereby the backrest of the rear seats 
can be folded forward, making a con-

tinuous floor of the luggage compart- 
ment and the rear of the car. The big 
Austins, too, on the Vanden Plas 
stand, have very large luggage lockers, 
the lids of which fold downwards, in 
some cases to make an additional plat- 
form. 

Always a difficulty and one which, if 
not carried out successfully, can greatly 
reduce the luggage capacity of the 
locker, is the mounting of the spare 
wheel. The new Bristol 405 gets rid 
of it successfully in the left-hand side 
of the body, behind the front whcel 
arch. 


In general there is less brightwork 
around the fronts of British cars. The 
Bristol goes to the extreme in using 
none but the bumper and looks all 
the better for it. The grille of the 
Vauxhall Cresta, though fairly liberally 
plated, avoids an overpowering appear- 
ance by the multitude of delicate 
vertical strips across the centre. 

Designers of the majority of British 
cars have tackled the problems of 
breaking up flush sides and protecting 
side panels from minor damage. 
Chromium strips seem the most 
popular, serving both purposes.

; ‘HE hydraulically operated drum 
brake with two-leading shoes at 
the front and leading and trail- 

ing shoes at the rear is almost univers- 

ally used for the small and medium 
cars in this country. On the Continent 
the leading and trailing shoe brake for 
both front and rear wheels is still 
popular as it is often less susceptible 
to fade under arduous conditions. 

On a number of the larger saloon 
ars a vacuum servo-assisted two-trail- 
ing shoe front brake is used in con- 


junction with leading and trailing shoes 
at the rear. This system has been in 
use on at least one 100-mile an hour 
car for several years and is frequently 
used without a reservoir tank; on the 
new 44-litre Daimler, however, a 
vacuum reservoir tank is included. 
Disc brakes are now included on at 
least two cars in production in this 
country, although they are of the 
super-sports car class. Much develop- 
ment work has been going on in con- 
nection with disc brakes and it is 


likely ‘that they will soon be included 
on some of the faster saloon cars. 

On the D-type Jaguar the disc brakes 
are hydraulically servo-assisted by 
means of a pump driven from the gear 
box output shaft; on the other hand, on 
the Austin-Healey 100S, no servo sys- 
tem is provided. 

A satisfactory form of independently 
operated hand brake, for use in con- 
junction. with discs, is provided by 
fitting an additional pair of mechanic- 
ally operated calipers to the rear discs. 








more hitherto standard items as 

extras, has been stemmed. 
Although heaters, radios and similar 
items are still optional extras on most 
cars, standard equipment still usually 
includes dual windscreen wipers, 
directional indicators, and so on. 

The range of extras offered at extra 
cost is being steadily increased, and 
now there are cars with windscreen 
washers listed in the catalogue, and 
other fittings which manufacturers pre- 
viously tended to ignore. 

Foreign cars, back on the British 
market, are well equipped, and they 
more often include such items as 
heaters in standard fittings. However, 
Continental models frequently lose the 
feeling of luxury by inferior finish in 
the interior. 

In effect, there is no longer a wind- 
screen wiper that is not self-parking 
However, manufacturers are still far 
from unanimous about their operation; 
most are electric, but there are still 
some that operate by mechanical drive 
from the engine or from suction pro- 
vided by the inlet manifold in conjunc- 
tion with a reservoir.

body noise picked up from the road. 
One tyre company has introduced a 
special tread for two models to reduce 
the tyre whine of its standard tyres 
without impairing grip. Another tyre 
company continues to gain enthusiasts 
for its extraordinary steel-meshed, fiex- 
ible-walled product. 

An increase in the number of fittings 
available as optional extras has led to 
an increase in the numbers of cars 
designed to take extra equipment with- 
out the necessity of disfiguring coach- 
work. One series of models in: very 
large production has a_ bracket 
under the bonnet to take more power- 
ful horns than those fitted as standard, 
for example. 

The arrangement of switches is still 
haphazard on some cars. One range of 
models has the starter on the passen- 
ger’s side of the parcels shelf, and the 
windscreen wiper control and ignition 
keyhole out of sight of the driver. But 
many firms are giving the placing of 
controls and the shielding of dials at 
night some careful thought. 

It is rather strange that there has 
been no marked increase in the number 
of cars with head and side lamps 
grouped together in a cowl on each 
front wing, such as are found on the 


Ford Anglia and Prefect. This is a 
neat arrangement of the lighting equip- 
ment and it was, and still is, expected 
to spread. 

Slowly but surely the hood, fastened 
with press studs and clips, is disap- 
pearing from the touring car in favour 
of a true drop-head that is controlled 
by single movements. 

One car in particular was introduced 
last year on which such orthodox items 
as hub plates and radiator grille were 
optional extras. It is rare to see one 
of these models in its basic form; the 
accessory manufacturers have produced 
a host of fittings, with the result that 
most of these cars have an individual 
appearance. 

More and more accessory manufac- 
turers are providing sets of ~heater 
equipment, and so on, intended for 
specific models, in order to reduce fit- 
ting worries to the minimum. This is 
an important point, for fitting can cost 
almost as much as the equipment itself. 

Road safety interests are producing 
small-scale booms in the equipment 
trade. The recent legislation concern- 
ing rear reflectors provided an example. 
The proposal that outside mirrors 
should be made compulsory suggests 
that another is on the way

Though the styling of their coachwork has altered little through recent years, 
the builders have not been slow to incorporate modern ideas to add to the comfort 
of their clientéle. Mechanically raised and lowered division glasses, side windows 
and even convertible heads are fairly general. Air conditioning, until now the 
prerogative of certain American cars, has been fitted to one or two. On the less 
expensive cars sliding roofs are offered as optional extras in one or two examples, 
and synthetic enamel finishes are specified. 

It is an area of Earls Court where one may go and sink into the deeply uphol- 
stered leather seats and reflect, among the azaleas, braided ropes and gilded 
stanchions, that, at least, British luxury cars are the best in the world.

The body, designed and constructed in 
conjunction with the Car Division of the 
Bristol Aeroplane Company, has a frame- 
work of seasoned ash, panelled in 
aluminium. The front of the car is an 
outstandingly good example of how well 
a functional and unadorned air intake can 
look. The lines of the car are in keeping 


with this simplicity and the effect is one 
of clean and purposeful beauty of line. 
The side windows drop into the doors and 
are fitted with opening vents at the front. 
The curved windscreen is of laminated 
glass and is fitted with demisters and 
screen wash. 

The luggage locker extension shown on 
a Ford Zephyr saloon gives estate car 
accommodation on what is, in effect, a 
normal saloon. The conversion is neatly 
carried out and the carrying capacity of 
the car is greatly increased. 

Familiar to Show visitors and requiring 


no introduction is the two-door sports 
saloon coachwork for the Bentley chassis. 
This fixed head, low drag saloon is designed 
to carry four people and their luggage at 
high speeds over long distances. By 
folding forward the backrest of the rear 
seat the car becomes a two-seater with an 
extensive luggage capacity. This rear can 
be connected to the large luggage locker 
by lowering the dividing partition. The 
exterior of the car is finished in metallic 
Tudor Grey and the interior is upholstered 
in red leather with carpets and West 
of England cloth headlining. Woodwork 
is in polished walnut veneer and great 
attention has been paid to the comfort and 
well being of the passengers. 


Briggs Motor Bodies, Ltd., 
Dagenham, Essex 100 


HE coachwork exhibits on this stand 

are in every way the standard products 
of the Ford company, Briggs Motor Bodies 
being concerned with the quantity pro- 
duction of the pressed steel, integral body- 
chassis units for the cars that flow from 
the production lines of the great works at 
Dagenham. The units, painted and with 
the interior trim in place, are delivered to 
the factory where the mechanical and elec- 
trical elements are added. 

On this stand, therefore, can be seen the 
four-door Ford Prefect, “Consul and 
Zephyr and the two-door Anglia. New at 
Earls Court last year, the Anglia and Pre- 
fect are now both widely familiar and are 
good examples of small car styling. Neither 
of them gives the impression of being a 
scaled down version of the larger brother, 
and both have pleasing and well propor- 
tioned lines. 


Finished in black and blue with fawn cloth and hide upholstery, Freestone and Webb’s four-door, six-light limousine coachwork for a 
Rolls-Royce Silver Wraith is typical of the dignified good taste of the British coachbuilder. 
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H. J. Mulliner’s Bentley Continental created a sensation when it first appeared and has 
continued to do so ever since. The car combines the ultimate in luxury and refinement 
with a brilliant performance. 


Carbodies, Ltd., 108 
Holyhead Road, Coventry 
[N spite of the peculiar climate in this 
country there are sti'l people who do 
not care for their cars permanently to be 
closed. This company specializes in con- 
vertible coachwork for the quantity pro- 
duced cars which are offered by the manu- 
facturers in their range of standard coach- 
work styles. The manufacturers’ body 
pressings are used, the only difference from 
the saloon coachwork being above the waist- 
line. Where integral construction is used, 
the lower part of the car is suitably 
strengthened to compensate for the loss in 
stiffness caused by the absence of the 
saloon top. 

The heads are of a design that can be 
used in three positions: fully open—when 
the head folds away neatly into the rear 
part of the body; fully closed; or in the 
intermediate, de ville position. In the 
closed position the car is as weather-proof 
as one with saloon coachwork; glass win- 
dows in chromium plated frames are used 
which wind down below the waistline, and 
the quarter-lights swivel into the same 
position when the roof is stowed. 

Convertible coachwork is shown on a 
Ford Consul and Zephyr, a Daimler Con- 
quest and Conquest Roadster and on a 
special Austin hire car fitted with a diesel 
engine. The popular Austin A.40 con- 
vertible is no longer shown, and con- 
vertible coachwork is not yet available on 
the new Cambridge.

N this stand, too, are shown examples 
of quantity produced bodywork ema- 
nating from the great press shops of this 


company for some of Britain’s most popular 
cars; the bodies, therefore, are entirely 
standard. A Phase II Standard Vanguard 
is shown, with a diesel engine, and a 
Standard Eight and Ten. ‘Though the 
little Eight, as first introduced, was 
utilitarian as a result of its makers’ efforts 
to keep the price down, it soon became 
popular. The car shown is the De Luxe 
version. It has good luggage carrying 
capacity as a four-seater, and by folding 
forward the rear seats and making the car 
into a two-seater, a great increase in capa- 
city is effected. Two Nash Metropolitans 
also are shown, one a “hard top” and the 
second a convertible. The Vanguard, with 
its now familiar restyled body, has a four- 
main-window arrangement instead of the 
original six. The headlining is sensibly 
of a washable plastic material and leg room 
for the rear seat passengers is increased by 
recessing the back rest of the front seat.

WO Rolls-Royce Silver Wraiths and 

two Bentleys form the basis of the 
display of elegant coachwork on this stand. 
As forecast in last week’s issue of The 
Autocar, the four-door, six-light sports 
saloon on a Bentley chassis is the centre of 
attraction. The markedly modern lines 
of this car successfully retain the dignity 
of the specialist coachbuilders’ products. 
It is a full five-seater, carrying three on the 
bench-type rear seat and two on the 
divided bench-type front seats. Upholstery 
is in the manufacturer’s special armchair 
border style of trimming in a high quality 
grey hide. Woodwork is in burr butt 
veneers, finished with a high gloss. Two 
folding picnic tables are built into the 
rear of the two front backrests. A press 
button radio is fitted below the centre of 
the facia, with an extension speaker to the 
rear parcel shelf. The maker’s own air 
conditioning is fitted. The shapely rear 
luggage locker is of the crocodile type, 
giving a surprising amount of luggage 
space. A picnic table is provided which 
hinges from the locker. The car is finished 
in black and grey. 

It is always a problem to prevent a 
really large coachbuilt body from looking 
overpowering and heavy. The long wheel- 
base Rolls-Royce Silver Wraith with six- 
seater limousine coachwork successfully 
avoids this ponderous appearance by a con- 
vergence of sweeping and subtle curves at 
the rear bumper and by the use of a dual 
colour scheme. The rear wheels are sub-

merged within the body panels to give 
the maximum width to the rear seat; the 
rear wings, therefore, are non-existent. The 
front wings sweep gracefully right through 
the length of the car to meet the curving 
waistline, the roofline and the locker lid, 
at the rear. Front wings throughout, and 
everything above the waistline, are dark 
green and the side panels of the body and 
the bonnet top are a pastel shade of green. 
The result is a very large car that has an 
extremely dignified appearance and yet 
lines that are very far from being static. 

The second Silver Wraith is of more 
conventional appearance, having separate 
front and rear wings. It is an elegant 
town carriage with seating accommodation 
for six or seven people, both seats being 
of the one-piece bench type; a division is 
fitted, the curved glass being electrically 
raised and lowered. All four wings, the 
bonnet top and the roof and luggage 
locker are black and the lower bonnet and 
body panels are blue. All interior wood- 
work is walnut. Two folding picnic tables 
are provided, built into the rear of the 
division, with self-positioning mirrors; a 
central, mirrored-back cabinet houses an 
ash tray and cocktail glasses and has re- 
cesses for bottles. A push-button radio is 
accommodated in the top of the cabinet, 
with an extension speaker on the facia and 
a separate volume control. 

The second Bentley is finished, as is one 
of the Silver Wraiths, in two shades of 
green, giving the stand a pleasant colour 
harmony. This car, too, is fitted with every 
luxury. Excellent driver visibility has 
been achieved by the use of a curved wind- 
screen and screen pillars of a section so 
thin that it does not form any obstruction 
to vision. This feature, together with the 
concealed blind type vizors and the large 
rear window, which is equipped with a 
demister, make the car particularly suited 
to a discerning owner-driver. The large 
luggage locker extends to the full width of 
the body and is fitted with a counter- 
balanced lid. This car, too, is fitted with 
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H. J. Mulliner’s enclosed limousine coachwork on a Rolls-Royce Silver Wraith is one of 
the largest coachwork exhibits. Great comfort is provided for seven passengers.

HIS long-established firm started 
building carriages for England’s early 
nineteenth-century nobility 147 years ago. 
The craftsmanship that is shown by the 
exhibits at Earls Court is in keeping with 
this tradition. Four examples are shown: 
a touring limousine on a _ Rolls-Royce 
Silver Wraith chassis, a sports saloon on a 
Rolls-Royce Silver Dawn, an Empress 
saloon on a special series 34-litre Daimler 
and a new design of touring limousine 
coachwork on a Daimler D.K. 400 chassis. 
Features of the coachwork are the 
extensive use of aluminium alloy for con- 


windows, the left side window can be 
raised or lowered from the driver’s door as 
well as from the passenger side. 

Noticeable about these exhibits is the 
way the coachbuilders have subordinated 
the rear wings in order to obtain maximum 
body width. As a result there are no 
rear wings as such, the only indication 
of a rear wheel arch being the outline of the 
neatly fitting panel which allows access 
to the rear wheels. With this treatment 
it is possible successfully to break up the 
resulting expanse of side panels by sweep- 
ing the front wings right through to the 
rear and the waistline downwards to the 
same point. It is necessary always that the 
separate items that make up these long, 
sweeping curves (notably the two doors 
and, with the front wings, the rear wheel 
panels) should be so accurately fashioned 
that the curves are not made up of a series 
of badly meeting_sections. This smooth- 
ness has been admirably achieved in every 
case and it is a credit to the men who made 
the bodies. Curved windscreens are used 
on all four exhibits, giving good visibility, 
and the skilful handling and polishing of 
the interior woodwork are a joy.

Since its intro- 
duction it has been acclaimed as the best 
combination ever achieved in aerodynamic 
shape, modern looks and _ traditional 
English elegance. 

A seven-seater Rolls-Royce Silver 
Wraith enclosed limousine is finished in 
thidnight blue picked out in fine lines. 
It is a very large car, appearing higher 
than it really is alongside the Continental. 


on this stand, the door locks are push- 
button operated. The car will seat four or 
five people. A V-windscreen is fitted; side 
windows opening downwards, swivelling 
ventilating windows on the front doors 
and hinged quarter windows combine to 
give the interior of the car a light and 
airy appeararice. Laminated glass is used 
for the windscreen and, for the remaining 
windows, toughened glass. On this car, 
together with the others on this stand, 
all doors are hung on concealed hinges, 
the front doors being hinged at their 
forward edges, and the rear doors at their 
rearward edges. The comprehensive 
equipment includes radio, heating and 
demisting systems, folding armrest to the 
rear seat, tables in the backs of the front 
seats and special bumpers at the front 


and rear to protect the coachwork. 

Of particular interest on this car is the 
air conditioning system, which is similar 
to that which is offered on one or two 
high grade American cars. The installa- 
tion is of British manufacture.

HIS company produces coachwork for 
a few of the large manufacturers; the 
six exhibits on the stand, therefore, are 
series production models which supple- 
ment the standard ranges of the manu- 
facturers concerned. 

Undoubtedly the most striking exhibits 
shown here are the two versions of the 
Aston Martin DB 2-4—a sports saloon 
and a drop-head coupé. The body frames 
of both these cars are of aluminium alloy 
with tubular and pressed steel members 
panelled in heavy gauge aluminium sheet. 
In spite of the essentially sporting nature 
of both models, great attention has been 
paid to passenger comfort. Full depth 
foam rubber fillings to the seats are up- 
holstered in leather. The facia, too, is 
trimmed in leather to match the upholstery, 
and it contains two glove lockers and an 
ashtray in the polished walnut centre- 
piece. 

The head of the convertible version is 
fitted with a large Vybak, zip fastened rear 
window which may be folded down for 
extra ventilation. The saloon is finished

The second Bentley, finished in green 
with beige leather upholstery, is a four- 
door, six-light saloon of special light- 
weight construction.

four-light all metal body seats four to five 
people, the driver and front seat passenger 
being accommodated on a split bench type 
seat. The body is constructed of aluminium 
alloy castings with steel pressings and 
panelling. A large, curved safety glass 
windscreen is fitted with two-speed wipers 
and all side and rear windows, too, are of 
safety glass. Walnut veneer is used exten- 
sively in the interior of the car and two 
folding tables are fitted to the rear of the 
front seats.

NEVITABLY, the crowds are gathering 
round the two new coachwork exhibits 
on the Bentley Continental chassis. It was 
difficult to believe that such a combination 
of grace, dignity and sporting lines, 
possessed by the original sports saloon 
coachwork on this chassis, could ever be 
repeated. This new drophead coupé, how- 
ever, is every bit as striking in its way and, 
with the head lowered, it seems perfect. 


The saloon is equally attractive though, 
perhaps, a little more sedate. On both these 
cars the termination of the upper edges of 
the rear wings in 1 vertical fins is 
particularly pleasant. The saloon, too, is a 
four-seater, the body being of a special 
lightweight construction. The two doors 
are opened by means of push buttons, as 
with the drophead coupé. The exterior is 
in Circassian blue, and the interior, in 
scarlet upholstery, has a cloth head lining 
and carpets to tone. 

Two Rolls-Royce Silver Wraith exhibits 
complete a very fine foursome. The en- 
closed limousine is a particularly im- 
pressive car, no attempt having been 
to disguise its great size. The lines are 
pleasantly simple and dignified as befits a 
seven-seater limousine. The comprehen- 
sive equipment includes a radio with con- 
trols in the rear armrest, dual heating,

defrosting and demisting (including the

on. The exterior is finished in black 
throughout; tan leather is used in the front 
compartment and fawn cloth in the rear. 

The Silver Wraith touring limousine is 
a slightly less sedate and more purposeful 
car being, as its name suggests, intended 
for long-distance travel. It is suitable for 
both owner- and chauffeur-driver. Seat- 
ing is provided for five or six people on 
the adjustable bench type front and rear 
seats. Alternatively, separate front seats 
can be provided, with rake adjustment to 
the driver’s back rest.

LL five of the exhibits on this stand 
are examples of quantity-produced 
bodies offered by the car manufacturers 
concerned in their standard ranges.

The Humber Hawk, an example of the 
medium sized class, is a four-door saloon 
with a curved windscreen. It bears a 
family likeness to all the products of the 
Rootes Group, which are noted for their 
pleasantly proportioned coachwork. The 
car is finished in claret with light fawn 
upholstery. 

A Morris Oxford and a Rover 75 com- 
plete the display. The latter, with its re- 
styled rear part of the body, is a luxury 
car in every sense, and is finished in two 
shades of green, with green upholstery.

For the past two years the Bentley 
Countryman has attracted crowds of 
showgoers who have been impressed by 
the lavish equipment of the car. This year 
the Countryman coachwork is shown on a 
Rolls-Royce Silver Dawn chassis as well as 
on a Bentley. Outwardly the cars cannot be 
distinguished, except by the knowledgeable, 
from their manufacturer’s standard steel 
saloons. However, each combines a town 
car, shooting brake and a long distance 
touring saloon. 
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Each is, basically, a four-door four-five- 
seater saloon, the shell of which is built up 
of steel panels braced and reinforced. The 
divided front seats are fitted with a central 
armrest and are fully adjustable for tilt and 
fore-and-aft movement. The rear seat is 
also divided and each seat folds forwards ° 
individually to form a continuous floor in 
the rear of the car. This seat arrangement 
enables the whole of the rear to be used for 
luggage accommodation. There are two 
horizontally hinged doors at the rear (addi- 
tional to the normal four doors of the saloon 
coachwork) which, with the seats stowed, 
make it into what is virtually an estate 
car. The lower of these doors, opening 
downwards, serves as a carrier for addi- 
tional luggage outside the car. It also 
extends to form a picnic table; the upward 
opening door is spring loaded. 

The equipment carried in the car is truly 
astonishing; amongst the fittings which 
cater for the car’s dual réle are the follow- 
ing: a picnic outfit for four people; a wash- 
basin and mirror, fitted into the loading 
flap, which is faced with formica and rubber 
strips; ice and water containers are built 
into the floor and an electric kettle and 
point are fitted into the rear wheel compart- 
ment. Interior fittings include sliding 
cocktail cabinets, a cigarette box and 
lighter in the rear armrests, a combined 
shooting stick and golf umbrella below the 
rear seat, a vanity case in the left-side 
quarter, containing a mirror, clothes brush 
and cosmetic bottles, and, finally, an elec- 
tric razor and point in the opposite quarter. 

The Rolls-Royce is finished in maroon 
with light beige leather upholstery. The 
Bentley is in dual grey with grey uphol-

Within financial 
reach of more people than the exclusive 
products of the specialist coachbuilders, 
but much in the same category, is the 
luxurious Humber Super Snipe touring 
limousine. The all-steel body incorporates 
the special Thrupp and Maberley movable 
division and front seat. The division glass 
is curved and can be moved backwards or 
forwards with the adjustable-for-reach 
front seats. The car, therefore, is ideal for 
use as a town carriage, with a uffeur, 
or as an owner-driven touring car. The 
equipment is comprehensive, and polished 
woodwork is extensively used. The car is 
finished in claret with light fawn leather 
upholstery. 

The Humber Super Snipe saloon is 
primarily intended to be owner-driven and 
is finished in seal grey synthetic enamel 
with red leather upholstery. Polished 
woodwork, again, is extensively used. The 
separate front seats, individually adjust- 
able for rake and reach, are available as an 
optional alternative to the full width bench 
seat. Curved glass windscreens are fitted 
to both these cars. 

Though distinctly influenced by trans- 
atlantic stylists, the Hillman Californian 
“hard top” coupé is very attractive to British 
eyes with its large area of glass and well lit 
interior. It is attractively finished in a dual 
colour scheme; bottle green for the roof 
and pastel green for the lower panels, with 
“ei green leather upholstery.

LTHOUGH the Motor Show is held at the end of what is the normal 
caravanning season for most devotees, it is none the less the great shop 
window of the year, and particularly so from the point of view of enrolling

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NE of the most interesting develop-

The user, no longer 
charmed by the novelty of being able to 
listen as he drives, is demanding that the 
quality of reproduction shall match that 
of the radio he hears at home. Manv- 
facturers are well aware of this increas- 
ingly critical appraisal, and are making 
valiant efforts to give the buyer even more 
than he asks for. 

It is as well to consider what the manu- 
facturer is up against—the installation 
must be packed into the smallest possible 
compass; it must be robust to withstand 


vibration and bumping indefinitely; it 
must give range and selectivity despite 
limited input from the usual types of car 
aerial; the load on the battery must be 
kept low, despite the necessity to raise the 
voltage to the valves to 120 or 150 volts; 
and it must function in the environment 
of an unrelenting stream of interference. 

It is a tribute to the manufacturer that 
car radio today, properly installed, can 
stand up to comparison with the really 
high quality which is available in sets 
installed in the home.

AUSTIN-HEALEY PRODUCE A 


Healey 100, a new competition car 

has recently emerged from War- 
wick called the 100S—the S stands for 
Sebring, the car being developed from 
those used for that race—at present avail- 
able for export only. Compared with 
the standard car, the 100S has a more 
powerful engine and a different gear box; 
the chassis has improved dampers and 
Dunlop disc brakes, and in place of steel, 
light alloy is used for the bodywork. 

The four-cylinder Austin A.90 engine 
has been redesigned. Distributor and 
drive have been moved from the right 
to the left-hand side; all the crankshaft 
bearing surfaces are nitride hardened, and 
indium-coated lead-bronze bearings are 
used for both mains and big ends. The 
pistons have solid skirts and two upper 
rings are for compression control, the 
third being an oil-control ring. The 
pistons are flat-topped and work in con- 
junction with a heart-shaped combustion 
chamber similar to that used on other 
Austin engines

Separate Porting 


A new cylinder head is cast in light 
alloy, and in place of siamesed ports for 
the inlets and numbers two and three ex- 
haust ports, separate porting is now pro- 
vided for all valves; because of the 
cylinder-head material, valve seat inserts 
are used. The new engine has inlet and 
exhaust valves of 1{% and ljin diameter 
respectively, the corresponding throat 
sizes being 1% and lgin. The exhaust 
valves are produced from KE.965 steel. 
The mixture is supplied by twin horizon- 
tal S.U. carburettors fed with fuel by 
twin pumps, and there is a dual exhaust 
layout. The compression ratio is 8.3 to 1. 

A new camshaft provides a valve lift 
of 0.435in and the valve timing overlap 
has been increased so that the inlet valves 
now open 10 deg before top dead centre 
and close 50 deg after bottom dead 
centre, and the exhaust valves open 45 deg 
before bottom dead centre and close 
15 deg after top dead centre. These 
modifications result in a very worthwhile 
increase in power output, the engine now 
producing 132 b.h.p. at 4,700 r.p.m. com- 
pared with 90 b.h.p. at 4,000 r.p.m. for 
the standard unit

To increase reliability under arduous 
operating conditions the lubrication 
system includes an oil cooler of finned 
cylindrical light alloy casting placed across 
the front of the car; this unit also con- 
tains a full-flow filter. 

A specially designed steel flywheel is 
attached to the crankshaft and from this 
the drive is continued via a racing-type 
dry single-plate clutch to the Healey ver- 
sion of the new B.M.C. gear box. This 
has four forward ratios, with synchro- 
mesh on top, third and second gears. The 
gear box casing is in cast iron and has 
a side cover plate, and for the Healey 
this contains the gear change selector 
mechanism, a short remote control type 
of lever being built straight into the 
box side cover. The standard rear axle 
ratio is 2.92 to 1, but alternative ratios 
of 3.66, 4.125 and 2.69 to 1 are also 
available. 

The basic structure of the new Healey 
is very similar to that of the standard pro- 
duction model, but front end modifications 
have been made primarily to withstand 
the possible increase in reaction forces 
that might be brought about by the use 
of disc brakes. The suspension springs 
have been modified to suit the new car 
and improved damping is provided by the 
use of double-acting Armstrong RXP 
spring dampers. 

As mentioned previously, the car has 
Dunlop disc brakes, with one pair of pads 
per wheel and no servo assistance, the

distribution of braking between front and 
rear wheels being obtained by varying the 
diameters of the wheel cylinders. The 
discs are 114in in diameter, the pads 2}in. 

Light alloy is used in place of steel for 
all panels and structural body members. 
To improve the streamlining the nose of 
the car has been restyled, so that it ex- 
tends slightly forward and has a rather 
more pleasing contour. The air intake 
grille is smaller and lower down, but still 
retains a slightly modified version of the 
familiar Austin-Healey radiator grille. To 
assist ventilation of the engine compart- 
ment, louvres are cut in the top of the 
bonnet, and in place of a remote control 
catch, which might prove embarrassing if 
the cable broke in the middle of a race, 
the bonnet is held in place by a leather 
strap and two simple but effective ex- 
ternal catches. Because of the layout of 
the rear of the car—the petrol tank takes 
pride of place in the luggage compart- 
ment—the spare wheel is housed under- 
neath the rear deck just behind the 
passenger seat, the rear end projecting into 
the luggage compartment. 

The cockpit is very well laid out; there 
is a racing type of steering wheel with 
light alloy spokes and a slender wooden 
rim, and the bucket seats are light in 
weight but comfortable. Slots are cut in 
the seat backs to improve ventilation.

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I addition to the new Hillman Husky 











(October 8 issue), there has been 

another important addition to the 
Hillman Minx range in the form of a 
de luxe saloon powered by a new over- 
head-valve engine; this is also used in 
the convertible and Californian “ hard- 
top” coupé. The side-valve engine will 
power a slightly more austere model 
known as the Special, and also the estate 
car. Cars powered by the new engine 
can be distinguished by a chromium strip 
at the waistline and stoneguards on the 
rear wings. 

The new four-cylinder is “square” 
with a bore and stroke of 76.2 mm (3in) 
giving it a capacity of 1,390 cc. With a 
compression ratio of 7 to 1 it develops 
43 b.h.p. Crankcase and cylinder block 
are formed from a single casting; quite 
short, as the crankchamber finishes at the 
crankshaft centre line. The cylinders are 
well spaced to provide ample water round 
the bores, and the jacket extends down 
the entire length of the bore on the 
manifold side. It is about an inch shorter 
on the opposite side to provide the neces- 
sary clearance for the camshaft. A sub- 
stantial web divides the crankchamber 
and forms the housing for the centre 
main bearing. The crankshaft is particu- 
larly stiff and, for the size of the engine, 
has very large main and crankpin 
journals, the sizes being 2.25 diameter by 
1.375in for the main bearings and 1.875 
diameter by 0.875in for the crankpins; 
consequently there is a considerable over- 
lap between the two bearings, which 
further stiffens the shaft. 


Ringing Changes 


Steel-backed white metal shells are 
used and the connecting rods are short 
and stiff. Each flat-topped light alloy 
piston has three rings, two for compres- 
sion control (the second being taper 
faced), while the bottom ring is for oil 
control. The base of the crankchamber 
is enclosed by a very deep pressed steel 
sump which is formed in two sections 
with a lower portion at the rear to contain 
the oil pump and its intake filter. 

The camshaft is also supported by 
three steei-backed white metal bearings 
and is driven by a duplex chain from a 
wheel on the front of the crankshaft. The 
cams operate inverted piston-type tappets 
which slide direct in the cylinder block 
and actuate fairly long push rods, the 
upper ends of which 
are cupped to mate 
with ball-ended screws 
in the rockers. 

The cylinder head is 
of straightforward de- 
sign and the top of the 
combustion chamber is 
parallel to the piston, 
although the valves are

offset 4in towards the camshaft side of the 
cylinder bores. The combustion cham- 
bers are of a modified “ bath-tub” shape 
and the head overlaps the bore on the 
manifold side, forming a _ substantial 
squish area; the sparking plugs are placed 
on the camshaft side and inclined at ap- 
proximately 30 deg to the horizontal. In- 
let and exhaust valves have throat diam- 
eters of Ijin and lin respectively, while 
the valves are 1.372 and 1.112in in diam- 
eter; both have detachable guides. To 
prevent an excessive amount of oil run- 
ning down the valve stem between the 
collets, rubber rings are placed between 
the stem and the bottom of the collars. 
Individual ports are provided for all 
valves. 

A single Zenith 30VI carburettor is 


- bolted to a short riser pipe on the induc- 


tion manifold and this is surrounded by 
a hot box, the lower face of which is 
bolted to the exhaust manifold; a ther- 
mostatically controlled flap valve ensures 
that during the warming-up period the 
exhaust gases pass right around the riser 
pipe. This system ensures rapid warming 
up from cold. 

An inclined shaft operates the Hobourn- 
Eaton oil pump, and its top end drives 
the ignition distributor, which has both 
centrifugal and vacuum control. Oil

from the pump is discharged through an 
internal oil pipe, up via drillings in the 
side of the cylinder block to the inverted 
full-flow filter. Camshaft bearings are 
lubricated in the normal way. 

The water pump directs water into the 
cylinder block; after which it is forced up 
through four thimbles pressed into the 
cylinder head which direct jets of water 
around the exhaust ports. After passing 
through the head the coolant returns to 
the radiator by way of the thermostat 
chamber. 

To utilize to the full the increased 
power available, the overall gear ratios 
have been modified by changing the axle 
ratio so that it is 4.778 to 1, compared 
with 5.22 to 1 with the side-valve engine; 
the actual gear box ratios, of course, 
remain the same for both models. 

To improve riding qualities and in- 
crease the understeer characteristics, an 
anti-roll bar is now fitted at the front, 
and the suspension has been stiffened up. 
Other chassis modifications include re- 
positioning the battery from the centre of 
the main bulkhead to the inside of the 
wing valance. There is a more powerful 
windscreen wiper motor and self-cancel- 
ling fiasher-type indicators are now used. 
Seating comfort has been improved by 
using foam rubber overlay.

SIX-CYLINDER AUSTIN REPLACES 


Austin Motor company is the new 

A.90 Six Westminster, replacing the 
A.70 Austin Hereford and bearing a 
distinct family resemblance to the recently 
announced, smaller Cambridge. An im- 
portant point in an increasingly com ~ 
tive market is that, although the eo 
minster is powered by a six-cylinder 
engine, it costs less than the four-cylinder 
A.70 Hereford—the price of the standard 
model is £558 plus £233 12s 6d purchase 
tax, and of the de luxe model, £588 plus 
£246 2s 6d purchase tax. 

It is powered by a 2,639 c.c. o.h.v. 
engine which develops 85 b.h.p. at 4,000 
r.p.m., and its maximum torque is 130 Ib 
ft at 2,000 r.p.m. These characteristics, 
coupled with the light weight—only 
26 cwt—are said to endow the new 
Austin with great flexibility and smooth- 

pulling power at all speeds and 
excellent acceleration to a maximum of 
90 m.p.h. The model has been tested 
intensively both at home and abroad.

Nearly “ Square” 


The engine is nearly “square” in bore- 
stroke relationship, and the forged steel 
crankshaft is supported by four steel- 
backed, white metal bearings. The cam- 
shaft has special oil catchers and tensioner 
ring to maintain chain lubrication -_ 
tightness, and the overhead valve 
incorporates push-rods and is desi ea 
silent operation. A full-flow oil filter with 
renewable element is fitted. A centri 
pump impels the cooling water, with 
thermostatic control, and a four-bladed 
fan is fitted to export models. Coil igni- 
tion is incorporated, with automatic 
advance and retard and in-built vacuum 
control. 

Fuel is drawn from the rear tank by 
mechanicai pump to the Zenith carburet- 
tor, which is fitted with an air cleaner— 
of the oil bath type on some export 
models. The fuel tank has a capacity of 
12} gallons. 


Hydraulically operated by pendant 
pedal, the clutch—a Borg and Beck dry 
single-plate unit—drives through a four 
forward speed gear box with synchro- 
mesh on second, third and top gears, the 
change being by a lever mounted on the 
steering column. The final drive is of the 
hypoid bevel type. The steering is of cam 
design, and the steering wheel has sprung 
spokes. 


Suspension 


Front suspension is independent by 
coil springs controlled by double-acting 
hydraulic dampers. On the rear suspen- 
sion, which is by long, half-ellipt'c reverse 
camber springs, underslung and mounted 
on rubber bushes, the double acting 
hydraulic dampers are interconnected by 
a stabilizing bar. 

A pendant pedal applies the brakes, 
which are Girling hydraulic with two 
leading shoes at the front. A pistol grip 
hand brake housed in the steering column 
cover operates mechanically on the rear 
wheels. The pressed steel disc wheels are 
slotted to promote ventilation of the 
brakes, and to permit fitting of non-skid 
chains when required. There are large, 
chromium plated nave piates, and Dunlop 
6.40-15in cushion tyres are fitted. 

On the facia, which has a glove box on 
the passenger side and a full width parcel 

beneath, is mounted a speedometer 
which incorporates trip and total mileage 
readings, “no charge” warning light and 
head lamp beam indicator light. Beside it 
is a combined instrument embodying fuel 
gauge, oil pressure gauge and water 
thermometer. The use of separate side 
lamps, mounted .on top of the wings, is 
continued in this new model, in conjunc- 
tion with head lamps built into the front 
of the wings, and there are twin combined 
stop-tail lights with reflectors. Semaphore 
type direction indicators—with the alter- 
native of flashing light indicators on ex- 
port models—are operated by a self-can- 
celling finger lever on the steering column,

with an inbuilt warning light. The interior 
roof light is switched on automatically 
when rs are opened, and there is also 
a switch for manual control. 

The car is a four-door, five- or six- 
seater saloon of integral construction with 
stressed skin. The doors open at the rear, 
and have toughened glass winding 
windows and friction-controlled ventilat- 
ing louvres. The rear doors have an addi- 
tional safety catch to prevent them from 
being opened by children inadvertently. 
The curved windscreen is of toughened 
glass. The bonnet lock is controlled from 
inside the car. 

Close-mounted front seats have indi- 
vidual adjustment, and the full width rear 
seat is unobstructed by the wheel arches; 
alt the seats have latex foam moulded 
foundations. The luggage compartment is 
of large capacity, and the spare wheel is 
carried below, to be lowered, when 
required, by use of the starting handle. 


Trimmings 


The standard model has the seats 
trimmed with p.v.c. coated fabric; the 
floor has a rubber mat at the front and 
carpet at the rear; a single sun vizor and 
single horn are fitted. Optional extras are 
heater, radio and electric clock. The de- 
luxe model has a heater; seat facings of 
hide; carpets front and rear; armrests; 
twin sun vizors a lock in the glove box lid; 
twin horns, chromium mouldings; and 
overriders on the bumpers. Radio and 
electric clock are optional extras. 

The lines of the Westminster are pleas- 
ing, as the accompanying photograph 
shows, the treatment of the wing edges 
and sill, in conjunction with the longi- 
tudinal trim, preventing any danger of a 
slab-sided appearance; the large windows, 
windscreen and rear window combine to 
give the car an airy look.

H ,» cast iron tappets 
operate in bores machined directly in the 
casting and cups formed in the tops = 
vide seatings for the solid push rods. The 
camshaft is located fairly high in the 
block so that relatively short push rods 
are needed, and the top of each push rod 
has a cup seating to house the ball-ended 
screw used to provide tappet adjustment. 

Detachable guides carry both inlet and 
exhaust valves, and there is one spring 
per valve, held in place by 1 collar and 
split collets with a small circlip.

rubber ring round the valve stem acts 
as an oil seal. The inlet and exhaust 
ports are both in the right-hand side of 
the head; the exhaust port turns through 
an angle of just over 90 deg so that it 
is sloping downwards, and the inlet port 
slopes up to a gallery running along the 
top of the cylinder head casting. 

The throat diameters for inlet and 
exhaust are 1.375in and 1.188in respec- 
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tively, the corresponding valve diameters 
being 1.69in and 1.42in. The exhaust 
valves are of ENS57 steel, and the inlet 
valves of EN52 silichrome material. Two 
vertical flanges are cast on the top of 
the head for the attachment of the two 
S.U. side draught carburettors. To pro- 
vide clearance, light alloy packing pieces 
are placed between the flange and the 
carburettor joint face. Because of the 
location of the gallery in the head which 
forms the inlet manifold, it is necessary 
to pass the cylinder head studs right 
through its centre. The restriction does 
not limit the breathing requirements of

the engine, and it is thought that it may 
even assist distribution by damping pul- 
sations in the pipe. 

Because of the location of ‘the power 
unit in the chassis, the oil-carrying portion 
of the sump is at the rear. The Hobourn- 
Eaton pump draws oil from a gauze in- 
take box and discharges it into a full- 
flow filter and back to the crankcase, in 
which drillings feed the main bearings in 


>= , 
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the normal way and cross-drillings in the 
crankshaft feed the big-end bearings. In 
place of a straight drilling from the main 
journal to the big end, the holes are offset 
slightly and restrictor plugs are fitted at 
the crankpin end. An additional hole in 
the crankpin connects with the main drill- 
ing so that the bearing is supplied with 
lubricant at two points. Drillings through 
the cylinder block and head supply the 
rocker shaft through one of its pedestals, 
and at the rear of the crankshaft there is 
a normal scroll type of oil return and 
thrower ring. 

The cooling water is pump circulated, 
with the rotor built into the front end 
of the cylinder block. From the pump, 
water —_ to a gallery on the left-hand 
side of the cylinder block and is ported 
to the cylinder block water jacket, into 
the cylinder head and around the inlet and 
exhaust ports. 

_ The combined engine and gear box unit 
is flexibly mounted in the chassis frame. 
The front mountings are of the double 
rubber sandwich type and at the rear, in 
addition to a pair of inclined rubber sand- 
wich mountings, there is a rubber block 
placed directly below the engine.

Transmission 


From the engine the drive is via 
an hydraulically operated dry single-plate 
clutch to the four-speed gear box, which 
has synchromesh on top, third and second 
gears. The front of the clutch shaft is 
supported by a plain bearing in the crank- 
shaft, and the rear end by a ball race in 
the front of the gear box. The mainshaft 
cluster runs on needle roller bearings. 
A light alloy extension, attached to the 


= 
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rear of the gear box casing, contains a 
plain rear bearing and the propeller-shaft 
sliding spline. ‘ 

An open propeller-shaft continues the 
drive to the B.M.C. C-type rear axle unit. 
The shafts are three-quarter floating and 
there is a one-piece banjo casing and 
hypoid gearing. The pinion shaft is sup- 
ported on taper roller bearings, while the 
differential cage to which the crown wheel 
is bolted runs on ball bearings. To pro- 
vide the necessary pre-load and correctly 
to position the crown wheel, spacer rings 
are placed between the outer races and the 
axle casing. The inner ends of the half 
shafts are splined to the sun wheels and 
the outer ends are flanged. The road 
wheel attachment bolts pass through the 
flanged ends of the half shafts and the 
brake drums. 

In place of a normal arrangement of 
half-elliptic leaf springs, coil springs are 
used to support the rear, with a system of 
links to locate the axle casing. Two in- 
verted channel-shaped pressings, welded 
to the axle tubes, provide attachment 
points, rubber padded, for the radius arms 
which run diagonally forward to rubber- 
bushed bearings on the third cross mem- 
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The instruments are grouped in front of the steering wheel and the controls are 
placed in a row on the lower portion of the facia, below the central loudspeaker grille

MINOR MODIFICATIONS 


THE MORRIS FAMILY CONTINUES 


SMALLEST OF 


LMOST as soon as it was first 
announced in the car-starved years 
after the war, the Morris Minor 

started to make a name for itself. This 
reputation grew until now it is regarded 
as a Classic among small cars and a yard- 
stick by which others are judged. A 
reputation such as this is not easily earned 
but the basic design of the car was right 
from the start, and in consequence very 
few modifications have been made since 
the model reached the hands of the public. 
The range has been extended, from time 
to time until now there is a choice of four 
different body styles, all available in basic 
or de luxe editions. Their prices range 
from £373 for the two-door saloon to 
£438 for the de luxe edition of the Minor 
Traveller. 

Perhaps the most important change 
that has been made to the car was brought 
about by the formation of the British 
Motor ation, which resulted in a 


change of engine in 1952. The 918.6 c.c. 
side-valve power unit was replaced by an 
overhead-valve engine of 800 c.c. which 
developed 30 b.h.p. at 4,800 r.p.m. com- 
pared with 27.5 b.h.p. at 4,400 r.p.m. for 
the previous unit. 


Detail Improvements 


For 1955 the car continues virtually 
unchanged. Yet a number of detail 
alterations have been made both to im- 
prove it mechanically and to give a fresh 
appearance. There has been a change in 
the frontal appearance. The radiator 
intake grille has been restyled so that it is 
both smaller and neater, with the 
rectangular intake placed lower down, a 
little above bumper height. External 
changes have also been made at the rear 
to meet the new lighting regulations, and 
the two tail light units now also contain 
built-in reflectors.

I don’t think it is a homing instinct 
towards the stand of the manufacturer 
of one’s own car, because I find that 
I can hardly be bothered to look at the 
stand of my car’s manufacturer, in spite 
of my admiration for his work and 
liking for his product. However, bias 
creeps in a bit here, because I don’t 
think much of his latest new model.

Supercharging 
The Proof of the Pudding 


[65979.]—I note with interest that your correspondent D. B. B. 
[65944] is wondering what are the snags with the supercharged 
Bristol 403 which I run. 

I can answer this very easily; there are none, at least, not in 
the 20,000 miles I have now covered with this car in its present 
state; total mileage is 30,000. Since your article “ Bristol Cream ” 
(April 30) I have hotted things up somewhat by fitting a smaller 
pulley on the blower, which now runs at 1.25 times engine speed; 
this has only slightly increased maximum boost pressure to about 
34lb, but greatly improved low down performance. Consumption 
is sull 21 to 22 m.p.g. The highest speed I have attained is about 
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106-107 m.p.h., but I should judge the true maximum to be over 
110 m.p.h. The car has been run alongside a 404 model and 
was found to have comparable performance. The belt drive is 
absolutely trouble-free and never needs adjustment, nor are 
there any lubrication troubles. 

Of course, these successful results are no doubt greatly owed 
to the superb 2-litre Bristol engine, which seems never to wear 
at all. Two pints of oil in 2,000 miles are Sw _— consump-

Experiences with a Morris Minor 


[65980.]—In the light of my own experience I should like to 
give D. B. B. [65944] a measure of the reassurance he seeks, for 
although my car was a late 1952 Morris Minor I gather that he 
is more concerned with possible inherent supercharger snags 
than with the application of the system to his particular model. 
A Shorrock supercharger was fitted, with stronger valve 
springs, when the car had covered 1,000 miles, and I sold it 
having covered a further 16,000 trouble-free miles. Apart from 
the almost unbelievable improved performance, on the credit 
side must be placed greater flexibility and efficient upper cylinder 
lubrication, especially when starting from cold, when a consider- 
able quantity of oil had collected in the supercharger casing. 
This particular make of instrument draws its oil supply from the 
main engine pressure system, and is therefore automatic. Over- 
all oil consumption, however, was negligibly increased, and 
petrol consumption at 55-60 m.p.h. cruising speed, making full 
use of quite remarkable acceleration, worked out at about 30 


m.p.g. 

When I sold the car the two driving belts showed no signs 
of wear; the supercharger was silent in action save for its charac- 
teristic slight whine at high revs, and the engine itself was in 
perfect condition. The only snags were that supercharger 
lubrication, however beneficial to the engine, resulted in greater 
carbon formation, and so called for more frequent decarboniza- 
tion; and that the instrument had to be removed (about an hour’s 
job) in order to reach the valve tappets. 

Needless to say, I have no connection with Shorrocks, but I 
was most definitely a very satisfied customer.

found on a new model recently announced, namely, the separate 
front seats. The most serious item té-which I wish to draw 
attention is the cutting down of leg room in the front of the 
car. The range of adjustment for the front seats is only 44 inches, 
yet The Autocar description of this new model says that it is 
roomy and that leg room is generous. One could be forgiven for 

that the superseded model was being described, with 
its seat adjustment of no fewer than 14 inches. 

The 6ft motorist of moderate means, and with a garage of 
limited size, can look forward to an uncomfortable future. There 
is now no British quantity produced family saloon being manu- 
factured with an engine of less than 1,500 c.c. that affords 
adequate leg room for the taller-than-average driver. Before the 
war a cramped driving position was almost unheard of, 

Standardization may be an economic necessity, but when will 
our manufacturers realize that the size of the human frame cannot 
be subjected to the same process?

Trials Special 
The True Story 


[65984.]}—Mr. G. de Jongh’s memory is indeed excellent, in his 
letter [65940]. 

We have a bound copy of the Strand Magazine of 1909, July to 
December, in which there is an article entitled, “ How "I made 
the Record Motor Climb. By Motor Car to the Mer de Glace,” 
by E. Douglas Fawcett. The date of the climb was August 6 of 
that year. 

The car used was a single-cylinder de Dion, and was standard, 
we believe, except for a lower geared back axle. The climb was 
3,000ft along the mule track from Les Praz to the Mer de Glace, 
Montauvert. Mr. Fawcett states that the average gradient was 
“20 per cent, or 1 in 5, with long parts at 30 per cent, or 1 in 3.3, 
and some parts of 35 per cent, or 1 in 2.86.” 

Some of the hairpins on the mule track were too sharp for the 
car and the rear was manhandled but in each case the car 
was restarted on its own. Mr. Fawcett made only one claim, 
“that the car would go anywhere the tyres would bite.” 

The photographs show that the track is very rough, and 
modern cars would not have the ground clearance to straddle 
some of the boulders. Even specialists would think twice about 
the trip! From the photographs with the article the car does 
not appear to have larger wheels at the rear. No doubt Mr. 
Fawcett made other climbs and experiments with his hill climb

Breaking Down the Average 
Corroborative Evidence 


[65985.]—I should like to endorse the criticisms levelled at 
exaggerated average speed claims contained in a recent article 
(The Autocar, September 17) on this subject. 4 experience 
over many years in this country has shown that suc eds vary 
widely, even for identical journeys, according to at density, 
time of day, road surface conditions and familiarity with the 
route. 

I have occasion to make periodical trips to South Wales and 
to North Cornwall. Both routes are very familiar to me and there 
are few large towns to negotiate. Driving an old 1936 Morris 
Fourteen it is possible to average 35 m.p.h. on dry roads and, 
at times of low traffic density in similar conditions, in an 
Austin A.90, I can achieve an average of 40-42 m.p.h. without 
difficulty. I have found, however, that to increase this 
average speed to 45-48 m.p.h. requires very hard driving indeed, 
even in the most favourable conditions. I should add that termi- 
nal times and intermediate stops are taken by stop watch and that 
restricted areas are properly observed. Generally speaking, a 
cruising speed of 45-50 m.p.h. in the old car and 55-65 m.p.h. 
= the Austin is about the limit if due regard is to be paid to 

ety. 

There are certainly very few stretches of road in this country 
where it is genuinely possible to cover 60 miles in the hour, but 
I have done so on one occasion between Basingstoke and Bland- 
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ford in Dorset, very early on a summer’s morning. Conditions 
were ideal, but nevertheless it involved travelling at around 
80 m,.p.h. for long periods. I have no doubt that the ideal car 
for roads in this country is one of medium size which holds the 
road really well and possesses a powerful third gear capable of 
approximately 60-65 m.p.h. A high maximum in top is 
relatively unimportant. 

In conclusion, I should like to suggest that some claims of high 
average speeds, while correct, may have been achieved only by 
disregard of built-up areas. For example, on a 200-mile 
journey consisting of 160 miles of unrestricted and 40 miles of 
restricted roads, an average of 40 m.p.h. in the open country and 
20 m.p.h. in built-up areas combine to give an overall average 
of 33.3 m.p.h. A driver disregarding the speed restrictions and 
averaging 30 m.p.h. in the restricted areas, would raise his 
average to 37.5 m.p.h.

“Rounding” the Bend 
Suggestion for Numbered Signs 


[65986.]}—During the past year there have been reports of 
accidents occurring at bends in which single vehicles have been 
involved. The cause of these accidents, so far as one can gather, 
has been that the drivers of the vehicles have misjudged the 
radius of the bend and have gone off the road. In certain cases 
drivers have over-corrected, and have then~come into collision 
with other vehicles. It is easy to misjudge the radius of a bend, 
for the practice of road surveyors varies between county and 
county; in some counties even the most dangerous bends are 
unmarked, whereas in others the most easy sweeps are marked 
with a “Bend” sign. 

Now that many family cars are capable of a performance 
equivalent to that of a pre-war sports car, and we appear to 
be in for continued prosperity for a time at least, it appears that 
such accidents will increase rather than diminish—reaction time 
does not vary with income. 

It has often occurred to me, as I have encountered a 45 deg 
bend which I thought was a 60 deg bend, that it would be very 
useful and productive of safety if all bend signs bore a system 
of marking, say, figures from 1 to 4, indicating the severity of the 
bend at that particular spot, e.g., 1 would represent a right-angle 
bend; 2 a bend of 65 deg to 55 deg included angle; 3 a bend 
of 55 deg to 45 deg; and 4 a bend of 45 deg to 30 deg. These 
could be marked with light-reflecting — on the bend sign.

only about the sports car but about the 
Grand Prix formula 1 car as well. 

In particular, Herr Uhlenhaut released 
sorne details of the engine of the GP. 
car, which has largely been a matter of 
conjecture since its first appearance in the 
French G.P. at Rheims in July of this 
year. It is, of course, a straight-eight, 
with the timing gears and power take-off 
in the centre, between the two blocks of 
four cylinders each. The valves are 
positively opened and closed, there being 
no valve springs; this is done by the use 
of two cams per valve, side by side on the 
same camshaft, and two rockers working 
scissors-fashion on the stepped valve stem. 
The valve is not pushed home onto the 
seat, a slight working clearance being pro- 
vided; compression or explosion pressure 
holds it shut. The fuel injection, into the 
combustion chamber, takes place entirely 
on the intake stroke. Bali and roller bear- 
ings are used for both main and big-end 
bearings, and the present output was 
stated by Uhlenhaut to be 270 b.h.p.; but 
he added that he was convinced there was 
a good deal still to come from the unit 
in, basically, its present form. The dry 
weight of the G.P. car is 134 cwt. 

The brakes of the 300SL and 300SLR 
sports and sports-racing Mercedes-Benz 
are vacuum servo-assisted; there is the 
possibility that this system will be used 
on the Grand Prix car as well, but this has 
not so far been tried. Uhlenhaut admitted 
quite frankly that the disc-type brake had 
been developed far further in this country 
than in Germany, and for that reason this 
type of brake has not been tried as yet on 
the Mercedes. On all the pre-war racing 
Mercedes-Benz cars, the wishbone front 
suspension units were attached to a vertical 
pivot on the chassis, and rubber blocks 
permitted a slight degree of movement to 
absorb gyroscopic kicks in the steering 
mechanism; this is no longer found neces- 
sary, but an hydrauiic steering damper is 
employed instead. Apparently, no suffi- 
ciently sensitive damper for this purpose 
existed in pre-war days.

Among 
the other entries are those of Peter 
Collins in the Vanwall Special and the 
Owen-sponsored Maserati with Ken 
Wharton at the wheel.

(also over the Pedralbes circuit at Barce- 
lona) there are six British entries: three 
Ecurie Ecosse Jaguar XK120Cs (Scott- 
Douglas, Sanderson and Salvadori), Peter 
Whitehead’s Cooper-Jaguar, Graham
